WHAT'S ON 




There was an unusually large attend- 
ance at a meeting of the Maccabean Cir- 
cle which was held yesterday afternoon 
in the Oak Room of ;hc Windsor Hotel 
The President, Otto Klineberg, occupied 
the chair for the first time this year, due 
to the fact that he had been confined to 
the hospital as a result of an unfor- 
tunate accident which befell him some 
time ago. Norman Vincberg, on behalf 
of the Circle, expressed their joy at hav- 
ing their president back again. The 
President announced that there were to 
be two intercollegiate Mcnorah Debars 
this year, one against Toronto at Mc- 
and the other against some wcll- 
snown American University on their own 
; rounds. 

The main event of the afternoon was 
i debate, the subject of which was "Re- 
solved that it would be in the best in- 
terests of the Jewish people to establish 
a Jewish University on the Continent of 
•\mcrica." Harold Freeman, on the 
affirmative side, said that at the present 
time this question is a most opportune 
one. The Jewish students of America 
are being shir; out from the American 
Universities. He stated that there was 
no antagonism to the Jewish student when 
he attended the university in small num- 
ber, but when the attendance became 
large anti-scmitism was aroused. This 
antipathy to the Jew being due to racial 
antipathy and the tendency of the Jew 
to segregate himself from the other stu- 
dents. The only solution of this prob- 
lem, he maintained, was that the Jew 
must get out of the University or else 
form one of his own. One of the chief 
reasons of the Jews great drive for know- 
ledge was the fact that he wanted to 
overcome this racial antagonism, and that 
the only way in which this could be done 
was by attending a university and get 
ting a college education. Only by 
means of university training could anti- 
scmitism be lessened. This ami-scmi- 
tism is shown the Jewish stundent not 
only by the faculty but the students 
themselves. His position in the uni- 
versity becomes untenable then because 
he is not getting the required education 
to meet this racial antagonism and suc- 
cessfully combat it, when he gets out of 
college. 

Arnold Fineberg, on the negative side, 
maintained that the American colleges are 
not excluding all Jewish students, though 
they arc cutting clown a certain percent 
age of thcin. This means that only 
the cream of the Jewish students would 
be left, and in this way the undesirable 
clement would be excluded. He also 
said that the building of a Jewish uni- 
versity is financially impossible for the 
Christian universities have state support

"The absentee God is the only God 
which most of us have."

There were a large 
number of students present, as well 
as several members of the professor 
iate, including Miss Hurlbatt, Dean 
Adams, Dr. MacMillan and Professor 
D. A. Murray. The service, which 
•was held under the auspices of the 
McGill Students' Christian Associa 
tion, was conducted by Principal D. 
J. Fraser, of the Presbyterian College, 
and the lesson was read by Dean 
Laing, of the Faculty of Arts. A stu- 
dent orchestra, under the leadership of 
Basil Bowman, and a volunteer choir 
also did much to add to the success 
of the occasion. 

By eleven o'clock between two hun- 
dred and fifty and three hundred had 
gathered in the ball room of the Un- 
ion and after the orchestra had ren- 
dered the opening selection, Principal 
Fraser pronounced the call to worship. 
The order of service was then procccd- 
d with, Dean Laing reading the lesson 
from Acts 17:22-32.

Sir Robert Laird Borden. K.C.M.G.. 
LL.D., will address the McGill Uni- 
versity Canadian Club at their second 
meeting, November 23, at 5 p.m., in 
the Convocation Hall of the R.V.C. 
This is a rare opportunity for McGill 
men and women to hear something of 
Canadian politics from the standpoint 
of the Conservative party. Every stu- 
dent in the University is a member of 
this club, and the executive. hope that 
a large number will turn out to this, 
the second meeting of the club, to 
show Sir Robert Borden the same Mc- 
Gill spirit that was demonstrated to 
Admiral Sims. The organization of 
this club last year met with little suc- 
cess. This year under the able lead- 
ership of R. K. Jones, the club has 
made a very good start. At their first 
meeting, Mr. Philip Kerr, formerly the 
secretary of the Rt. Hon. David Lloyd- 
George, ex-Prime Minister of England, 
gave a very able address on the pre- 
vention of war. At the forthcoming 
meeting on Thursday afternoon the c.n- 
Prcmicr of Canada will give an infor- 
mal talk on Canadian politics. 

Sir Robert Laird Borden was horn 
on June 26, 1854, in the little town 
of Grand Pre, Nova Scotia. He was 
educated at the Acadia Villa Academy, 
Horton. In 1872 he became a profes- 
sor at Glcnwood Institution, N.J., but 
returning to Nova Scotia he commenc- 
ed his study of law and was called to 
the bar in 1978. He was a very suc- 
cessful lawyer, starting his practice in 
Kcntville, and subsequently moving to 
Halifax he succeeded the late Sir J. 
S. D. Thompson in the firm of 
Thompson, Graham and Tuppcr. He 
was so successful at this that in 1890 
he became a K.C. (Earl of Derby). 

In 1896 he was elected to the House 
of Commons, and soon made himself 
known as a splendid orator and a great 
politician. In 1901 he became the 
leader of the Conservative opposition. 
From then on he showed his remark 
able ability as a parliamentarian and 
taking advantage of the strong feeling 
against the Taft-Ficlding Reciprocity 
compact in 1911, his party defeated the 
Liberals by a tremendous majority 
He was then called upon to form 
cabinet. He has held the position o 
Premier until recent years, when due 
to ill-health he resigned in favor o 
Hon. Arthur Meighen. His party did 
much to help in the Canadian partici- 
pation in the Great War, and he was 
a very active worker for the cause. 

There are two sides to every ques- 
tion, to every issue in Parliament as 
well as in life. Sir Robert Borden has 
always stood for the Conservative 
side. He has always been level-head- 
ed in his opinions and actions, and 
although never a great reformer, he 
fulfilled a place of conservatism in 
Canada's life as a young nation.

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SCIENCE AND ARTS 



There is a very widespread feeling today, even among university 
students, that there is something antagonistic between the arts and the 
sciences. Practical people, business men, engineers, and other such who 
are engaged in scientific industries, arc inclined to scoff at the older 
humanistic education as a branch of antique erudition out of touch with 
the realities of modern life. On the other hand, the partisans of an 
arts education bewail the materialistic tendencies of what they consider 
a specialized technical training calculated to fit the student for one par- 
ticular field of money-making, and subordinating to this all cultural 
teaching in the humanities. 

There seems, at the first glance, to be a wide and almost impassable 
cleavage between these two points of view. They seem to assume as 
the purpose and object of education two very different things; and be- 
ginning at widely separated points they appear to pursue rapidly di- 
verging paths. 

This, however, is not the case. A closer view, and more profound 
reflection show- that the object of these apparently divergent educational 
systems is one and the same, namely, to fulfil each its own part in the 
great task of finding out what is truth, and utilizing the knowledge ob- 
tained for the good of all. 

All the arts are a part of science, and science is an art. "We shall 
be able," said Descartes, speaking as a man of science, "to find an art, 
by which, knowing the force and action of fire, water, air, stars, the 
heavens, and all other objects, as clearly as we know the trades of our 
artisans, we may be able to employ them in the same way for their 
appropriate uses, and make ourselves the masters and possessors of 
nature. And this will not be solely for the pleasure of enjoying with 
ease and by ingenious devices all the good things of the world, but prin- 
cipally for the preservation and improvement of human health, which 
is both the foundation of all other goods and the means of strengthen- 
ing and quickening the spirit itself." 

The reconciliation between the highest individual culture and the 
pursuit of science as a social end is here clearly suggested. There is, 
then, nothing antagonistic between an arts education and an education 
in applied science. They arc both contributions to different phases of 
a single identity, and arc contributions to the development of the indi- 
vidual and to the beneficial spread of knowledge. It is from the phil- 
osophy and abstract knowledge of theoretical science that forms the 
staple of an arts education that the useful applications of applied science 
are-formulated and developed : and it is to the spiritual learning of the 
older humanities that one must turn if the triumphs of modern en- 
gineering and applied science are to mean more than mere material 
progress. There can bc.no comparison between the merits and demerits 
of an arts course and one in applied science, no argument concerning 
their respective merits and demerits because they are in their very nature 
not mutually opposed. They are, on the other hand, complementary 
educational systems, each of. which is necessary for the fruition of a 
perfect whole.

The preacher enlarged on the import- 
ance of this, showing that these men 
had seen God in nature and in th 
world around them, stating that "thi 
rediscovery of God i's the greatest rev 
elation during the past one hundred 
years in the realm of theology 

The speaker showed that the great- 
est importance is to be accorded to 
this doctrine, for it places God in na- 
ture, in man and in every conceivable 
part of the universe. In connection 
with this Dr. Eakin said "that con 
science is the voice of the uncxtin- 
guished divinity within us" and that 
"religion comes as a normal thing!" 

The speaker denied the interpréta 
tion of God as an exterior being, who 
controls this and other worlds, saying, 
"Too much is the Divine Being con- 
ceived as the artificer of the universe. 
The absentee God is the only God 
which most of us have." 

Dr. Eakin then went on to show that 
if God is accepted at all, He must be 
accepted in every realm of life, in poli 
tics and in business and that He must 
be a God for every day in the week 
and not for Sunday alone. "To ex- 
clude God from any department of 
activity," he claimed, "is to be guilty 
of the one great heresy, the denial of 
the living God. If we believe that 
God is everywhere life will become a 
richer thing." 

"Every created thing glorifies in its 
creator by being the most perfect ex- 
pression of its nature," the speaker 
went on to say, "and wc arc placed 
here to take our part in the universal 
order, which is the gradual unfolding 
of a divine plan." Dr. Eakin quoted 
the famous English author, Bernard 
Shaw, who once said that God has no 
hands, no eyes and no feet, but went 
on to point out that "wc are His eyes, 
His hands and His feet. Let us do 
our work knowing that it is part of 
the divine plan," 

Dr. Eakin brought his address to a 
conclusion with a forceful appeal for 
the acceptance of this interpretation ot 
a Supreme Being and confuted the 
idea of personal salvation when, he 
said, "You and I are to do a bigger 
thing than to save our souls. Human- 
ity awaits our efforts. If the King- 
dom of God is to come, wc arc today 
its foundations and the master archi- 
tects of its success." 

After the final hymn had been sung, 
Principal Fraser pronounced the clos- 
ing benediction and the service was 
brought to a successful termination. 

Yesterday's University service was 
the first to be held this year but the 
members of the religious committee of 
the Students' Christian -Association 
arc planning to .hold several similar 
events during the session, the full par-

I Brilliant Play of Kingston Half-Backs the Deciding Factor 
— Laidley and Batstone Star for Queen's— McKelvey's |

Springing perhaps the biggest! surprise 
m the last few years, the Queen's Uni- 
Vtrsity football team decisively ovcr|>o\v- 
ered the Varsity twelve on Molson 
Stadium Saturday, and gained possession 
of the trophy emblematic of the Cana- 
dian intercollegiate championship. The 
fact that the Presbyterians have been un- 
able to accomplish this feat since 1904 
makes the victory doubly sweet. 

Before the game not even the staimch- 
est Queen's adherent, would venture to 
predict a tri-color victory. Varsity was 
favored ;o win by a good margin, and 
odds were as high as 3 to 1 in favor of 
lut year's champions. But the Quceu's 
team certainly deserved the victory, and 
on Saturday's play showed a vast super- 
iority over their rivals. 

Their line outplayed the Toronto for- 
wards and the outside wings, "Bud" 
Thomas and Walker, had quite the edge 
•ver Rolph and Prcndergas;. They were 
faster down the field and their tackling 
was surer. But the biggest surprise of 
the game was the inability of the Varsity 
backficld to break loose. Snyder was 
jjlosely watched and got away on very 
, «ew large gains. Duncan, usually .a 
terrific line plunger, was not very ef- 
fective. Harry Hobbs also seemed to 
have an off-day. The. passing of the 
Toronto halves was poor, several fumbles 
resulting and Queen's obtaining once on 
a forward pass by Hobbs.

which a Jewish university could not hope 
or. 

Peter Usher, the second speaker on 
the affirmative side, gave a brief cnum- 
ratiou of the various advantages of a 
Jewish university, the chiefs ones being 
the contribution of Jewish intellect and 
ideals to American life. He cited the 
example of France. There was a Jewish 
university (13th Century) in France, to 
wheih the scholars flocked and as a re- 
sult it became the centre of the Jewish 
renaissance. The Jcvls, he said, could 
build a university of thtir own, for had 
not Schiff given enormous sums of money 
to American colleges? It was largely 
due to Bemand Baruck, another Jew, 
that the Williamstown Institute of Poli- 
tics was built. Surely then, he added, 
these men could give part of their wealth 
towards the building of a Jewish univers 
ity. The curriculum of this university 
would be a universal, liberal and free 
one. The college to he run on non-sec 
tarian lines, there being no attempt made 
to Judaize the students. The Faculty 
need not be necessarily Jewish, but who 
would not sit at the feet of such famed 
Jewish scholars as Taussig, Steinmetz, 
Deutsch, and Brandcis. With these, as 
nucleus, the Jews can create a teaching 
staff, the envy of the whole world. He 
said that the Jews were learing the 
American sport with amazing rapidity, 
and as an example of this he cited the 
case of the College of New York, whose 
football team is almost entirely Jewish. 

Bemand Cohen, the other speaker on 
the negative side, said that the Jews 
of America had been and arc still called 
upon to give enormous sums of money 
to charity and especially to the stricken 
.fews in Eastern Europe. He did not 
think that it would be advisable, then, 
at the present time to go to such enorm- 
ous expense as that of building a uni- 
ersity. He stated that a Jewish uni- 
ersity is now being built in Palestine,
